E AUSTRALIAN IMBROGLIO. 



Saturday wo mentioned the fact that 
lvernor of tho Australian colony of 
.a had been removed for certain in- 
lions. The recall has given riBo to 
Jcrnble discussion in bolh tho EDgliBh 
and tho Iraporial Parliament; but 
11 the differonoo of opinion evinced on 
lian politics and the position assumed 
Charles Darling, thero is but one er- 
i about his recall, and that expression 
s Mr. Caldwell. By all olassos it is 
id that a Governor has no right to 
o in colonial disputes — that if tho 
•• whero n representative form cf Gov- 

. exists, chooso to lovy taxes or rednco 
lot is their peculiar privilege and oan- 
inlerfored with by any nomineo of tho 
,n. It is gratifying to see one by ono 
j old traditionary ideas of intermeddling in 
colonial matters dying away, and it is equally 
assuring to witness a Cabinet Minister like 
Mr. Cardwell, coining forward in his position 
in tho House of Commons, and expressing, 
in answer to some silly remarks of Lord 
Montague, " nn earnest hope that the Uouso 
would not conslituto itself a court of appeal 
to decide upon colonial disputes, for ho was 
por6uadod that nothing would bo more likely 
to sever (he tie which existed between tho 
mother country and her dependencies than 
that she should Bet herself up as tho guardian 
of their rights, the judge of their conduct, and 
the interpreter of their policy and their 
wishes.' 1 Lord Monlogae's motion was for 
papers in relation to the quarrel between the 
two branches of tho Legislature in tho colony 
of Victoria, hut iho House refused to entertain 
tho proposition. 

However evident it appears that tho Im- 
perial Government will have to do something 
before long to render the colonial constitu 
tions more elastic than they are at presont, 
that something will not bo done on any in 
itiatory motion of Lord Montague, but in 
response to petitions from the colonists them 1 
selves. We hove previously shown tho 
onomaly of having, as they havo in Australia, 
an eloctivo Upper Houeo, elected for a long 
term of years and representing only tho one 
interest — tho landed interest of tho colony. 
No matter how unanimous the Lower 
House may be — or how anxiously the 
people may demand certain measures, this 
Council, although an unofficial one, can be 
come m obstructive as our own and there 
is no remedy. The members do not oaro a 
fig if tho supplies, the groat lever in other 
Governments, aro stopped ; whilo thoy know 
tho Ministry, are dopendect upou these sup 
plica for carrying on the Government. Thoy 
cannot, therefore, be coerced through money 
pressure, as our Legislative Council can, if 
tho Assembly chooso, nor can their Dumbers 
be augmentod as tho House of Lords can 
when they become too obstinate in their re 
lations with tho Commons. The Uppor House 
is, in fact, an incubus on the progress of tho 
colony. It is an undue weight on tho Bafoty 
valve of oolonial government, and some of 
these days we shall witness in tho Aostrai 
lian colonies an explosion that will send the 
Constitution into fragments. Tho recent gene 
ral election has sustained tho Ministry — tho 
free trade party have been again beaten 
by an overwhelming majority, and again the 
men in power, with the people at their back 
demanding protective tariffs, confront tho 
"squatting" fraternity of tho Upper House, 
There can, of course, bo only ono result to 
such a contest. There ia no power in any 
representative country that can resist the 
people, unless indeed manhood has Bunk so 
low in the dirt of Bervility or indifferenco 
that it cannot well extricate ilself. Thero 
is, however, no weakness in tho manhood of 
the colony of Victoria. Ahead of every 
other British colony and in many things ol 
the most liberal Stale in tbo American 
Union, its people are tbo most vigorous, the 
most determined and tho most aolf-relianl 
that can bo met wilh almost anywhoro 
If the Upper House refuse to swallow 
the Assembly's pill, there is but one 
resourco now — either its extinction or an 
alteration in its chumctor. AVo feel as- 
sured this will hu tho first thing recom- 
mended by tho now Uovernor, aa it will bo the 
lirat thing domanded by the inhabitantB. If 
Sir Charles Darling, instoad of writing de- 
spatches breathing personal hate against bis 
opponents, had used his influence to bring 
about a reform in tho conetitulion, all would 
have been well. As it is some of tho London 
papers predict grave difficulties for tho new 
Governor. The Daily News, partially exoul 
pating Sir Charles Darling and alluding to 
tbo Btumbling-blocka in the way of his suc- 
cessor, suya : " Tho Governor of Violoria 
must govern by and with tho udvico of thoso 
whom Iho confidenco of tho Legislative As- 
sembly designates to him as his Ministers. 
Tho Legislative Council of Victoria, oxer- 
oising its power in a way never contemplated 
by the Constitution— In a way which our own 
Upper Houso, with all itH historical and social 
prcBtigo, would not havo ventured to do — 
took a courso which threatened to stop Iho 
mrohinory ol government. It was incumbent 
on tho Colonial Ministers to devise mensureB 
for preventing this misfortuno. They did so 
wilh tho concurrence of the Assembly, anu 
Sir Charles Darling was called to givo or 
withhold his sanction to their measures. 
Practically he had no ohuioe/' Tho Morning 
Advertiser in speaking of tho situation Bay b : 
'• What the Assembly will do, what tho Coun- 
cil will do, or what the people will do, ro« 
maiiiH to bo PC'!' I. Tho people, and tho As- 
sembly who roprostint them, mny change 
their views, and «uccuinb to tho Council, or 
they iney persist in Ihoir course; and il thoy 
do, thero will bo further difficulties Ono 
thing, however, is quite clear, that tho people 
miiBt be left ultimately to manege their affairs 
and sottlo such disputes as thoso according 
to thoir own will and judgment. U England 
is o republio with moiiarehial forms, a thou- 
eand raoro timcH bo if a now csBuntiully 
democratic) oommunity liko thie, und 



tbo formalities and technicalities that 
may Buit us may not suit them 
at all. It may be a ' territorial de- 
mocrncy,' as America has been described ; 
and indeed cannot be othorwise. Such a 
thing is a neoessity in the Now World, 
whether of Australasia or America ; while 
it is such an impossibility in Europe that 
wo can Boarooly realiro tho idea in our 
minds. A collision between a Couuoil ro- 
prosenting itself and an Assombly really 
represontlng tho people can only end in ono 
way. The peoplo will tax themsolvos as 
thoy pleaso, and manage their affairs as they 
pleaso, in spito of technical forms ; and it 
is the moat judicious course to let them sot- 
tlo tlieeo affairs themselves. If the Govern- 
or is obnoxious to the people, hia recall is a 
neoessity; but it may bo questioned whether 
the initialivo for getting rid of Buoh a 
functionary ought not to bo left to the ool. 
onisla themselves." Tho Daily Telegraph is no 
loss liberal, aa the following extract will show: 
" If Governor Eyro had romombered that 
thero ia such a ploco aa Exeter Hall, ho would 
have been content to try Gordon in duo course 
of ordinary law, and would not havo hurried 
him into olornity upon the verdiot of a court- 
martial. If Governor Darliug had known 
how law-abiding and constitution-loving a 
race we Englishmen are, ho would never, in a 
quarrel between two branches of tho Legis- 
lature, have arrayed himself on ono side or 
tho other. Bo this as it may, it is impossible 
to doubt that these despatches, whilo they 
raise Mr. Cardwell's reputation, will establish 
to tho satislaction of all that tho Colonial 
Administration of England ia so puro and 
diaintoreslod as to atone for our sins to the 
Colonies in tho last century, and in some de- 
gree, by its reaoluto and timely assertion of 
that master principle, ' Rosponsiblo Govorn- 
mont,' to pacify the offended Bhades of Ed- 
ward Gibbon Wakofiold and Charles Bullar." 
Tho wholo of the London press, in fact, harp 
on Iho one string, and that is tho right as well 
as policy of the colonies governing themselves, 
Tho peoplo, thoy muintain, should bo the sole 
judges of the position. Wo hopo that tho 
sentiments of Mr. Cardwell, aa well aa tbe 
UDanimoua opinion of tho British press, will 
not be lost on tha Exccutivo of Vancouver 
Island-

Failed tc Atpeah — Major Malowanski, 
whoso suspension was announced on Friday 
evening, failed lo appear bofore the meeting 
of his cr«ditors called ut the . office of 
Messrs. Pearkos & Green on Saturday. A 
largo number of creditors wero present and 
claims wero mado upon tbo estate to about 
530,000. The principal creditors aro Messrs. 
Henderson & Burnoby, Harris, Wiikio, 
Miletich , Marsh, Findlay, Janion, Green 
t Rhodes, T. Wright, &o. The suspension 
caused conaiderablo uneasiness in business 
circles, ns Mr. Malowanski, who carried on 
a fur trade on tho north west coast was 
generally reputed to bo in aliluent circum- 
stances and was trusted to u largo extent 
up to within a short lirao of his suspension. 
From Captain Wright, of tho Diana, wo 
learn thai when the ateuinor stopped at tho 
entrance to the harbor to take her boat on 
board Mr, Malowanski stepped on board 
from a Btnall boat unobserved by the cap- 
tain, who, when ho saw him supposed that 
ha bed come on board at iho wharf. Mr. 
Malowanski asked the caplaiu where he was 
bound to, and w.-.a told Steilucoom, when he 
teplied that that would suit him, and Cap- 
tain Wright accordingly look him over to 
tbo Sound, not suspecting that it was o case 
of flight. We believe that efforts will be 
made to rndoce Mr. Malowanski to return.

In addition to what the mines will 
save in time and fare by taking this route 
they will also have to pay very much less 
duty upon whatever supplies they may carry 
with tbem, inasmuch us those entering here 
will only pay duty on the prime cost of the 
article, while those coming iu by way oi the 
Southern boundary will ho charged duly 
upon the value at Colville, being the last 
plaeo of shipment. It will thus be seen that 
tho advantages of this route are very great 
indeed.

unlets negro suffrage be granted, 

Chicago, May 8 — Business in New York 
has been somewhat restricted by the excite 
merit over the broker's lax bill, but a rather 
better feeling prevails under the belief that 
it will bo decided unconstitutional. The 
bank statement shows an increase of loans 
to nearly nino millions, ol deposits seven 
million six hundred thousand, of speoio two 
million six hundred thousand, Money con- 
tinues plenty with mora demand. There 
has been a falling off iu demand for all tex- 
tile fabrics both staplo and fancy. 

Prices of domestic cottons havo again de- 
clined from one to one and a half cents ; 
they aro still unsettled and irregular, No 
merchant manufacturer or importer but has 
been disappointed with regard to trade and 
prices this spring, consequently but few are 
willing to maku ventures. Many are anx- 
ious to force goods to salo even at n lo3S in 
order to meet outstanding debts, There is 
a continuation of heavy imports, though 
probably one half of the goods imported this 
season will result in a loss ol twenty per 
cent. 

Candles (inner at 22c ; total rccoipts of 
tea since January first twenty million lbs., 
to which may ho added nino millions on 
hand and six million pounds known to be 
en route. Compared with tho same period 
Inst season tho apparent excess of direct 
import is sixteen million lbs., hut it should 
be remembered that shipments came later 
last season nnd the present excess must 
gradually diminish as the season wears on. 
An active demand for consumption has 
sprung up since the auction sales at low 
prices inducing buyers to come forward ; 
tho decline established by auction sales iB 
fully 10c lo 15c per lb. in gold. 

Washington, May 8. — Tho Senate passed 
a Hou-e resolution congratulating the Em- 
peror of Russia on his escape from assassina- 
tion. 

Mr. Chandler from the Committeo on 
Commerce reported a joint resolution, in- 
structing tho Secretary of War, Navy and 
Treasury to adopt an efficient system ol 
quarantine against cholera, and enforce 
sanitary measures.

TI1K PETITION FOR THE CIIAINCANO. 

Tho following communication on this sub- 
ject WH6 read from tho Governor. 

Colonial Secretary's Office, 
11th May, 18G6. 

Gentlemen, 

Tho Governor has had under consideration 
iho petition placod iu hia hands yoaterday, 
by a deputation consisting of tho Mayor and 
curtain of the inliabitanta of the city of Vic« 
toria, praying (but tho olmiogang may bo 
employed in cleansing the gutters and streets 
of the city. 

2. From what was udvanced by the doprj« 
tntion in addition to tho matter of tha peti- 
tion, it would seem that very serious nppro- 
hensiona aro entertainod of an epidemic 
arising if somo slops aro not instantly taken 
to remove tho nuisanooa at piesent existing 
in the city, owing to insufficient drainage and 
other causes. 

3. His Excellency ia loth to employ the 
eliningang in Ihe public streets of tho city 
and on such work as that proposed. In a 
moral point of view he believes it to bo in- 
expedient, and beyond tho contemplation ol 
ihe law when determining Ihe penalty of 
crime ; nnd as a practical and economical 
measure he feels satisfied that it will prove 
u failuro. His Excelleooy however iooogH.i- 
zing tho evils complained of, and tbo ap- 
parent absenco of other immedinto remedial 
measures, cannot but meot the wishea of tho 
largo number of the inhabitants who have 
sought hia nid, in applying the means which 
iu their opinion will ameliorate it. 

4. Expense, however, must bo incurred to 
utilize tho labor of the convicts in tins par- 
ticular employment, and to meet this 
expense Ilia Excellency has no funds 
at hia disposal. If the Municipal Coun- 
cil will, however, confirm any expendi- 
ture that may bo neco9«ary for extra guards, 
cartage, Ac, and nuthorizj tho repayment 
out of funds still to be collected by the Gov- 
ernment on Municipal account, His Excel- 
lency will place the chain-gang for a limited 
period at the disposition of the .Mayor. 

5. His Excellency would at the same time 
take this opporluoity ol expressing hia con- 
viction that if Iho existing law hnd beon duly 
applied, it would have been found sufficient 
to prevent tho nuisances now complained of. 
Dy tho xx section of tho " Victoria Incorpo- 
ration Act, 13G2," the Municipal Council aro 
empowerod lo make ordinances for certain 
purposes, amongst which ia "tho prevention 
and removijl of nuisances within tho City'' 
and in a subsequent paragraph of tho same 
seolion the penally is imposed by which any 
ordinance or by-law may be enlorced. In 
the same section also, it is enacted that " if 
iho holders oi seven-tenths in value ol ihe lota 
iu any streot of the city shall sign a requisi- 
tion cilling upon tho Council lo grade mac- 
adamize pavo drain or otherwise improve 
iho said street, the said Council shall be cm- 
powered lo make a role upon the lots abutting 
on <uch street in order to carry out such im- 
provements, and may apply Ihe rale when 
collected according to the prayer of tucJi re- 
quisition. 

0, His Excellency would bo glad if the 
Municipal Council would inlorm him ol the 
probable time the services of tho chain- 
ing would ho required for tho purposes 
desired.

On Monday the Olh instant, according lo 
promise, Mr. Gladstono produced and ex- 
plained tho long looked for Reform bill, 
which is to bo attempted on a second rea- 
ding to pass iu tho House of Commons, April 
12th. 1 sny attempted, because its fate is al- 
ready sealed. This, however. by the bye, Mr. 
Gladstono introduced this measure in n 
speoeh of moderate length— two and a half 
ho.urs— delivered iu a lull and attentive, but 
by no means excited bouse ; indeed the gen- 
eral feeling manifested, was that of ouriosily 
ralhor than that of imerest; most of the 
members looking lo learn what would bo 
made ol the subjeot. Confidence, much- le.;s 
enthusiasm, there was nouo. There was no 
electricity in the atmosphere, no evidenoo of 
that influence at tho minister's heck nnd call, 
which proves the existence of a, strong 
pnriy disposition lo pass an important mea- 
sure, During tbo whole time Mr. Gladstone 
was speaking, he was evidently laboring 
under conslraint, feeling his way rather than 
leading his bearer's captive nt his will. 
When ho sat down tho cheers wero loud, but 
by no means hearty ; tbey gave note ol cour- 
tesy, iu fact, rather than of spontaneous 
satisfaction. In short, .Mr, Gladstone's ex 
position of the new reform bill, was a busi- 
ness like statement, ralhor than a groat 
specab ; ho never appealed to the sympa 
thies.or the imagination of his hearers. He 
evidently tried lo convince rather than com- 
mand. As to the measure itself thus coldly ex- 
pounded, tho general (eelipg, which increases 
rather than diminishes, is that it ia n 
failure, nod will inevitably seal the fato of 
Earl Russell's administration. 1 will en- 
deavor to givo you its details in tho lowest 
possible words. It is proposed to rednce the 
franchise in counties from £50 to Xl-l ren- 
tal, for a bouse alone, or a house with land. 
Copy holders and leaseholders in towns, are 
to bo put on the same footing as freeholders, 
and bo entitled to vote in counties, nnd these 
changes will add a large number of voters 
to the county list. Tho changes sought to 
be mado in tho borough franchise are: — 

1. The qualification to be reduced from 
£10 to £7 rental, £7 being selected because 
it is thought £G would add too many work- 
ing men to the constituencies. 

2. Householders whoso ra'os aro paid by 
thoir landlords, are to bo treated us rate pay- 
ors, and enfranchised. 

3- Lodgers paying £10 a year for unfur- 
nished apartments are to ba entitled to vote, 
but will have from year to yoar to claim the 
right. 

4. Every one who has a balanco of £50 to 
his credit for two years in a savings bank, is 
to be entitled to voto. Dockyard laborers 
aro to bo disfranchise ; nnd tho Govern- 
ment estimates that tho bill if it become law, 
will add nbout -100,000 voters In tho constitu- 
encies of England and Wales. Scotland and 
Ireland aro to bo left out of the question for 
another session. There is to ba no redistri- 
bution of seats, without which no satisfact- 
ory measure ..will ever bo carried. The 
most tremendous onslaught mado upon this 
bill und vole came from tho ministerial sioe 
of Iho House. Mr. Disraeli did not utter a 
word upon it. It fell lo the lot of two gen- 
tlemen belonging to Iho Liberal Parly to 
smash up the uffiir. Messrs. Horsman and 
Lowo, the M. l'.'s for Stroud and Culne. 
Mr. Bright mado a vehement speech in lavor 
of the bill, and it was read a first ttme on 
the Gib instant. Since that night there has 
not been the slightest excitement any where 
about tho bill. On all sides it is ridiculed 
as a preposterou8 and tlldigested measure, 
that can never give what tho country wants 
— Tho settlement of tho question for another 
generation. The Conservatives havo resol- 
ved to oppo^o it in every stage ; but this 
would not defeat it, were thero not ulso 
division in the ministerial camp. Not only 
will Messrs. Horsman and Lowe voto against 
it, but some twenty or thirty on their sidu 
of tho House will voto with tbem. The 
severest blow however, that the measure has 
yet received, is Irom Earl Grosvenor, the 
Whig M P., lor Westminster, Ihe organ of 
tho old Whig family parly, who 1ms given 
notico, that it is inexpedient to discuss tho 
bill nnlil the entire Government scheme is 
before the House " an amendment which 
Sir W. Hutt, Into V. P. ol the Board of 
Trade, lias supplimonted by a farther by- 
blow — that ''should ihe bill pass it is not to 
lake effect until a redistribution of seats shall 
be arrangod " Last night, on moving the 
adjournment of the House for iho Easier 
holidays, Mr. Gladstone, with a considerable 
show ol ill temper, plainly slated that it was 
the intention ol liie Government to resist 
Earl Grosvenor's amendment, upon the 
double ground that it was a motion which 
said one thing and meant another, nnd that in 
their judgment it could only he treated as a 
distinct vole o( no confidence in the existing 
administration. On the 12lh April the bil| 
will come up lor a second reading, but unless 
thoro should bo a shuffle ol the political 
cards in the meanwhile— nnd this is said to 
be mo-L unlikely — the existence ol the Min 
islry lor u month longer is all that may be 
oxpeoted. But what is to follow ? A 
coalition between tho Liberal Conservatives 
and the Oonsetvative Liberals under I lie 
Premiership of Lord Stanley, Earl Derby be- 
coming President ol the Council, nnd Mr. 
Disraeli being elevated to the Upper House, 
for whom there could bu no more appropriate 
title than Lord jeu (Jew) d' esprit ! This is, 
nt course, all speculation at present ; but, on 
tho event of a break up of Earl Russell's 
Cabinet, no other means ol forming a strong 
Government oould bo discovered. Thut a 
dissolution will be attempted no one in his 
senses imagines. Should Earl Russell be 
mad enough to try the experiment, he would 
bo even more effectually crushed than his 
now method of Reform tinkering bas dam- 
aged him. 

THE OXFORD AND CAMBItllHlE I10AT RACB. 

Tho blue ribbon of Iho Thames was again 
won this morning, nt the early hour of eight 
o'clock, by tho former University order, — a 
result which haa caused quile ns much dis- 
appointment und regret Qtnongst the mem- 
bers of tho seat of learning as the other, in- 
asmuch as a six years' run of victory is more 
than enough, and it is lirno the light blue 
should once more %o ahead of tho purple. It 
was, however, a splendid race, ami lill within 
a very short distance ol iho " finish," Cam- 
bridge was ahead. Through Hammersmith 
bridge she was two lengths in advance, and 
not until Barnes Terrace was reached, within 
a mile of tho distance, was she ove/hnuled by 
Oxford. About half a inilu before the race 
hnd ended the Cambridge coxswain bad to 
liiko hia boat a little out ol its water to avoid a 
barge crossing thu river at Iho lime, mi advan- 
Infm which the Oxford steersman seized, and 
his crow putting in a spurt, buoI abend, and 
continued the lend to tho end, coming in but 
two boat's longths ahead, The rowing is 
pronounced lo havo been splendid, nnd but 
for a " fluke " it is almost certain that Cam- 
bridge would have retrieved the fortune which 
lor ho many years had left her, The race 
occupied 20 minutes S!2 seconds, uud Oxford 
won the choice of position. 

TUB APPROACHING OPERATIC CAMPAIGNS. 

The great opera houses will open the week 
ufter uu3&, and the programmes whioh ouch 



of tho rival directors have issued promise, a 
most brilliant season. Several new singnrs 
are announced at ench house, and one or two 
new operas, with many of tho old ones, are 
announced on the casts, which nro both rich 
and strong. Mr. Costa rules ns heretofore at 
llio R. 1. O , and Gar Ardili again wields 
iho " baton " nt H. M.'a. Mdme. Grisi will 
appear again " for a few nights only " at tho 
latter plnee — the scene ol her curly triumphs 
thirty-two years ogo — and will bo aided ou 
each occasion by Md'llo Tiliens submitting lo 
siog second to her, a graceful compliment, 
but not enough to make it otherwise than lo 
hn regretted that Iho Viva is not sufficiently 
wiso to remain in retirement. When sho 
last look leave of the public it was high time 
that she did, for foarcoly a remnant of her 
former boU remained. We anticipate from 
her roapponmnue a painful rather than a 
pleasurable result, The announcement of 
concerts by Iho d,,zon tell ol uuisio again os- 
serting its prerogative iu London. 



AUSTRIA AND PRUSSIA. 

A rupturo between thoao two powora is 
still impending, and Denmark could scarcely 
desire n more refined revenge than has fallen 
to her lot. These two great German Powers, 
after obtaining possession of tbo Duchies, 
have found in thorn a bone of contention 
which has caused constant nnnoyanej. Tho 
joint government of the Duchies by Austria 
and Prussia has been marked by continual 
ruptures, and nt length they hnva increased 
to so great nn extent as to threaten war he- 
tweon the two countries. This state of 
affiirs has doubtless been ucceleratod by Prua 
sin, who has taken a similar arbitrary course 
with her ally to that assumed towards 
her Chamber of Deputies. Austria has re 
solved to stnnd thoso constant affrocts no 
longer, and baa been addressing notes to the 
now German Great Powers, disclaiming all 
responsibility with regard to the eon- 
sequences of any conflict with Prussia on tho 
question ol Iho Duohiea. Among others 
Austria lias been attempting to Becuro tho 
alliance ol Denmark — a course in which she 
has been supported by tho national parly in 
Schleswig-Holstein, which has expressed its 
readiness to ngreo to the restoration of 
Northern Sohleswig to Denmark, in case Iho 
latter will aid them in recovoriug thoir inde- 
pendence. Tho rotations of Austria and 
Prussia nro, therofoie, exceedingly critical, 
and an outbreak of hostilities may take place 
any day. Indeed tho King of Prussia bus 
himself said so on the occasion of his 
being, a day or two ago, congratulated by 
the authorities on his birthday. Austria has 
also addressed a circular note to tho minor 
Gorman Stales with reference to her misun- 
derstanding with Prussia. Doth aides nro 
vrz'mg lur war, although Austria has taken 
the initiative. Iu the latter country a great 
military agitation is taking place. Largo 
bodies of troops havo been ordered lo iho 
Sllesian frontier. The foitifications of Cra- 
cow nro being strengthened, aud mililury 
dispatches nro being rapidly transmitted 
through Ihe country. Ureat diplomutio ef- 
forts havo been mado to induco the minor 
German Slates to take the side of Austria, 
but tho result is said not to havo been satis- 
factory, as the minor States uro afraid of 
being absorbed by tho greater powers. It ia 
reported that reassuring declarations had 
taken place between tho antagonists, hut if 
so it has been to no purpose, since affairs 
aro now in a more critical stula than ever. — 
Tho outbreak of a war would be a serious 
matter to Europe, and might light up a flame 
whioh would not ousily be put out. Both 
Italy nnd Franco orn taking precautionary 
measures in caao of such nr. event occurring, 

SPANISH AFFAIRS. 

Spain, pushed to extremes, has just recog- 
nised iho South American Republios of Gua- 
temala, Honduras, Salvador, Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica, most of which wero her former 
colonies. The plenipotentiaries from these 
Slates signed a treaty of peace and amity 
with the Spanish Government tho day belore 
yesterday. 

FRANCE. 

Freedom of speech nnd opinion is increas- 
ing in llio French Senate, nnd tho Ernperor 
seems to bo unable to arrest it without lay- 
ing himself open to further nttacks. The 
principal leaders in this direolion are Favro, 
Guizot, Prevost, Puradol, Thiers and some 
others. The liberty of tho press has been 
demanded, and in debating tho various para 
graphs belonging to the Address in reply to 
the Imperial Speech, a freedom of utterance 
has taken place quile now in French politics. 
The answer of the French Emperor, which 
you will find in thu file ol papers I send you, 
is a most remarkable specimen ol his method 
of dealing with difficulties. Tlioro ia evi- 
dently no intention in his mind of giving 
way. 

NEW ZEALAND. 

Tho latest news from this colony is more 
and moro favorable. The country is now 
comparatively quiet, and tho friendly natives 
hove defeated the rebels with heavy loss.— 
Tho yield of gold was increasing when the 
last mail left.
